Among the visitors present were Secre-

Hon. John Ryan was j;iven a hearty 
reception when introduced by I'residcnl 
Dolan. Tbe speaker began his address 
by saying that the cloae of tbe cenlurr 
waa near at hand and the new one would 
soon Da upon them. After reference to 
what Irishmen had accomplished during 
tbe past for others, he asked what were 
they, and particularly those of Louisville, 
now doing for their future advancement.

Tbe 
matter waa placed in the haada of the 
Grievance Committee. 

Mark Hcisaman, member of tbe last 
I.egis1ature, requested copies of resolu- 
tiiins l)earing upon the question of plac- 
ing vestibules upon local street cars, 
which the Saeratary was iaatraetad to 
furnish him. 

The grievance of the Allied Printing 
Tradaa Coondl against the Avenue Thea- 
ter for having its programmes printed in 
a non-union office was discussed at length, 
and finally referred to the Printing Trades 
Council, who will make another efTort to 
have the union laliel put on tbe work l>e- 
fore further action is taken. 

Delegate James Loouey gave a synopsis 
ol tbe proceedings of tbe State Pedera- 



tailed report of the work done by tbe 
Ways and Means Committee, which 
showed that the fund had been lil>erally 
subscribed to and everything was moving 
along nicely and successfully. 

Chairman McGUl nigad all unions that 
have not yet eoatribntad to do so imme- 
diately. He declared that the Board of 
Trade and Commercial Clnb had been in- 
strumental in bringing the big conven- 
tion to Ivouisville, but thus far neither 
had contributed a cent toward defraying 
tbe expense of entertaining thoee who 
will ba oar guests. 

Hermsn Christian alao seond both 
bodies, declsring that they had never 
failed to ask tbe assistance of tbe central 
body. He wanted the attitude of tbe 
Board of Trade and Commercial Club 
made known, and intimated that here- 
after they will have to fight their battlea 
without the aid of organised labor. 

Reaolntioaa were adopted appropri- 
ating |100 to aasist the Ways and Means 
Committee, and requesting (>eorge 
F'rench, delegate fioni the Central 
Lalxjr Vnion, to urge upon the Ameri- 
can l"e<leration the necessity of an appro- 
priation of at least f'KX) to be need for 
organization purposes in Kentucky, 
which .has rcodved but little attentioa 
from tbe nations! body. 

Ddtgatea French and William Jacobs 
add r essed tbe body on the coming con- 
vention and asked for suggestions. They 
will introduce all resolutions placed in 
their bauds. 

Considerable surprise waa manifested 
when it was learned that Ona Heicken, 
President of tbe local Boxmakers and 
their del^ate to the Sute Federation, 
had been discharged by tbe Mengel Box 
Company, the opinion prevailing that it 
was done through hostility to the union. 
Tbe Grievance Committee waa instructe<l 
to inv^tigate the matter thoroughly. 

Before adjourning Delegate Taylor, of 
tbe Tobacco Workera, nwde aa aloqneat 
i^peal for the atnaadpatioii of the wage- 
earners from the slavish thraldom of the 
great toliaooo trusts, who are crushing 
tbe poor of this city, SUte and country. 
He urged all to spend their nickels and 
dimes for only those brands of tobacco 
which bear the union lab'^l. iliereby 
aid in uplifting and making happy and 
pro ep erous tbe great common people. 

The meeting throughout was an inter- 
eating and harmoaionB one. The aomin- 
ntion of officers to aetve for the ftext year 
takes place December 23. There seems to 
be a general desire to give President 
Fucbs another term in recoguition of his 
past services and Impartial traatment of 
all delegates.

Miss Katie Smith, daughter of the late 
Gran W. Smith, tbe only lady embalmer 
in tbe South, has made a long and suc- 
cessful study of tbe subject ot embalm- 
ing, and today she is recognised as one'of 
the most proficient practicing that art. 
There has been a growing demand for 
her services recently, her reputatinn ex- 
tending through many adjoining States, 
especially as many parents prefer her to 
men when young women arc to be em- 
balmed. 

Misa Smith, whose picture aocompaniea 
this article, talked most interestingly and 

instructively to the Kentucky Irish 
American upon this subject, giving much 
information that is known to but few. 
She is now associatod with Gran Smith's 
Sons, the well-known undertakers at 
Seventh and Walnut atrtets, a firm that 
haa been in oontinaoua axiataaca perhaps 
longer tbst any in tbia dty. Aaoag many 
other things she said: 

In order to practice their profession in- 
telligently and successfully there is a 
certain amount of knowledge that the 
cmbalmers should and must possess. 
They need not be educated in the classics 
aad arts, but they abooM ba poaMaaed of 
a certain amount of kaowMgt of the 
anatomy and physiology of the human 
body, particularly those parts pertaining 
to embalming. They should have a good 
general knowledge of the vasular system, 
a knowledge of visceral anatomy and be 
acquainted with tbe formation of the 
general and serous cavities; be sble to 

the mwlern methods of doing cavity 



work; be somewhat acquainted with tbe 
morbid condition of Ixxlies dying of cer- 
tain diseases, and underatand all tbe ex- 
pedients that are resorted to by the up 
to-data embalmera in overcoming the 
variona obaOdea to ba aiet with in the 
praetiec of thair prafaasion. 

In addition to this they must have a 
knowledge of hygienic and sanitary laws, 
a knowledge of germicides and be able to 
protect tbe living as well as to care for 
the dead. To thia end embalming achoola 
have bcca iaadtuted aad booka writtaa, 
and to insure tbe public against ignorance 
laws are being passed in many Statea to 
compel tbe undertaker to prove bis abil- 
ity in these directions or get out of the 
way for wiser and better men who are 
always waiting eagerly and anxiously to 
take the place of the slow and uupro- 
greaaive element who are found bringing 
up the rear of all trades and pro ft as i o n s. 
Of the art of preser ving dead bodiea as 
practiced by the Bgyptians I think very 
little is known, although much has been 
said and written upon the subject. After 
reading some of the long essays upon the 
method practiced by tbe Egsptians, in 
which every detail of the won is given, 
even to the prioa paid for it, ooa is lad to 
exclaim: "Why ia it called the loat art?" 

The word "embalming" implies the 
use of balsam, which, if we are oeditably 
informed, entered largely into the prepa- 
rations used by the ancient embahners in 
preserving tbe dead from putrefaction 
and tbe attack of inaects. It is said that 
tbe ancient Bgyptians not only embalmed 
the bodies of human bdaga, but alao 
those of the lower order of awimala, such 
aa cata, crocodilas aad seversl spedes of 
what they called sacred animals. It is 
believed by some that the origin of em- 
balming in Egypt is to be traced to the 
lack of fuel for the pur{><>se of c reiiuiticn 
and tbe danger to the people of burying 
in a aoil that waa ao likaly to ba dkturbed 
at aay time by the overflowing of the 
River Nile. But if there is sny reliability 
to be placed in history, most of the 
bodies of the Bgyptians were placed in 
open sepulchres, and I should judge that 
this was the principal reason for their 
being put in a condition where putrefac- 
tion could not take place, as even at that 
early day it was prohiMy known that 
putrefied bodies were very detrimental to 
health, not to ssy anything about the 
disagreeable odors that were sure to arise. 
Prom the foregoing it will be readily 
seen that the work done by the modern 
embalmer, though in every way superior 
to that performed by bis ancient prede-

John Mullaney was a native of Boyle, 
Coeuty Roscommon, Ireland, and came 
to this country while a young man.

CHEAP LABOR AOAIN. 

The Georgia Legislature by a 
vote of 104 to 54 rejected a bill pro- 
hibiting child labor in mills, not- 
withstanding it was advocated by 
the labor organizations, religious 
and charitable .societies. The most 
earnest workers for the bill were 
prominent ladies from various parta 
of the State, who urged ito adoption 
on the ground of humanity and 
mordity. But the child slave driv- 
ers, the Georgia manufacturers, set 
op the plea of the necesdty of cheap 
labor to prevent the New luigland 
cotton mill "trust" from monopo- 
lizing the business; that the bill was 
only aadwmeof the "trust" to de- 
prive the home manufacturers of 
cheap labor and compel them to 
hire and pay adult wages, and the 
bill was defeated and child slave 
labor will continue in Georgia. This 
reminds us that we are but little 
better in Kentucky. For yeap the 
labor organizatkms have presented 
to every Legislature a child labor 
bill with the same result — no bill. 
We have the same kind of legislat- 
or! in Kentucky as Georgia has 
just shown to the world.

The London Board of Commerce 
has taken up the question of Amer- 
ican comi->etition in British trade 
and manufactures with the view to 
ascertaining the cause and retdoiog 
their trsde. An Englidi railway 
company having awarded a /^loo,- 
000 contract for cars for their South 
African railroad to an American 
company, the I<ondon committee 
addressed the railway officials as to 
the truth of the report, and if so 
why the contract had not been 
awarded to English car builders. 
The reply stated it was true and the 
railway company, while desirous of 
patronizing English manufacturers, 
were compelled to give the contract 
to Americans, because the work is 
needed soon as possible and no Eng- 
lish manufacttuer could guarantee 
to finidi it within the time limit 
pledged by the American; further- 
more the railway company had 
given contracta to English manu- 
facturers none of which had been 
completed in time, one of them 
being eleven months behind and 
not yet completed. 



The American tin manufacturers 
are pushing into the very heart of 
th^ British market, thousaud.s ui 
tons arriving at Sw ai iasa wtddy. 
As a result, of the twenty mills in 
Wales nine have closed, nine run 
only part time and two full time 
with no orders ahead. Twenty years 
ago British tin mills supplied the 
world with tin plate, and since that 
time, though tin plate has been 
manufactured in the United States, 
the block tin was obtained from 
British sources. Now the United 
States furnishes all the materid and 
manufacttu^ product and delivers 
it better and dieaper right at the 
door of the Britidt tin manufac- 
turer.

Tiic uioveuient tfaroughont Ireland for 
the revival of the Iriali language ia being 
vigoKNwly pualMd by the OMUc Leagoe, 
brancbca of whkb an baiag facned emy 
week. Twff weeks agea lafg* and rep- 
resentative niecting wmt held at Scariff 
and a branch inaugiilalcil there. The 
proceedings were participated in by cler- 
gymen and others prominent in public 
affaira and great enthusiaam waa mani- 
feated. 

Father Halpin, on bdng moved to the 
chair, aaid he hoped that that large meet- 
ing aiigiiri-ii well for the succew of the 
branch they were about to establish. He 
feared that many were disposed to look on 
the object of this movement as mere 
aentiment; he hoped to show that it was 
mot*. Bat ware it only a aentiment, it 
waa at leaat a aoUt and patriode om, 
and one which none ol them need blnah 
to acknowledge. To revive the language 
of their ancestors, that was the object of 
the Gaelic League, llie language that was 
their own, and that was alone spoken in 
Ireland when Ireland was great and was 
looked upon as the univeraity of ICurope, 
the apecch that waa apoken in Ireland for 
a thonaand ycara by aainta and acbohuB. 
by heroes and sagea, that Calmin and 
Columba spoke at Inniscaltra, and Flan- 
uaii anil I,ua in KillaliK.-, and Colnian 
and Mochunna in their own Moynoe. 

It wrai, moreover, a beautiful and ex- 
preaaive tongue. He had aeen that a 
hoatUc critic, but a very cunpetent one, 
had apoken of it aa om of the ricbeat 
and moat poliabed laagoagM that was 
ever spoken. It waa taught in great uni- 
versities in many lands, and scholars 
came here to Ireland to learn it and to 
assure us that it would be a disgrace to 
us as well as a dintincl loss to literature 
and civilization if the grand old apecch 
of the Gael ahould be allowed to die. 
Well, the Gaelic lieagu* aaya it must not 
die— the Gaelic League, a body of earnest 
and unself;'h Irishmen, without distinc- 
tion of class or creed, and inspired only 
by a noble pmiKise; and judging by the 
marvellous work that had been accom- 
plished already there is every reason to 
hope that ultimate anooeaa will crown 
their efforta. 

But th« movemeat waa alao ft very prac- 
tical one; there was no intereat on which 
tlie heart of Ireland was set today, 
whether religious, educational, national, 
or industrial, hut would he afTecte<l fa- 
vorably by it; and he therefore knew no 
))etter or safer work which an Irishman 
can touch. Their great Irish Cardinal, 
of whom Ireland waa ao juatlr proud, 
who had proved himself a stateaman as 
well as the great churchman that he was, 
an<l whose wisdom ]X)inted hitn out as a 
safe guide when such guides were so 
hadly needed i because there were so 
many at large of what he would venture 
to call the will-o'-the wisp pattern), 
Cardinal I^ogoe bad given hia bleasing 
and moat eameat aapport to Um Gaelic 
l,ea):ue, and that not mtrdy far th* lan- 
guage itself, but to quote hia own words, 
"for a higher reason, anil that is if the 
Irish dies the spirit of nationality dies 
with it, and the simple faith of the peo- 
ple goes with it too." 

Aa to* nationality, there waa a maxim 
among other peopica which waa true in 
Ireland alao— no language, no nation; 
and a great Irishman. Thomaa Davis, 
said, and let his words become our 
maxim now — "A nation ahould guard 
its language more than its territories; 
'tis a surer liarrier and more important 
frontier than fortreaa or river." They 
might point to the caaaa of Hungary and 
Finland. On an oooaifon like that it 
might seem difficult to trace the connec- 
tion, but they could see that the native 
language fostered feelings of self-respect 
and confidence, and when Ihey spoke 
their own tongue and read their own his- 
tory they came instinctively to look upon 
themselves aa a diatinct people, and soon 
asked why not have their own Induatries, 
like their neighbora, and uae by prefer- 
ence thei/ own products. 

But when a )>eople forgot iheir own 
language an<l used only that of the 
stranger, they soon came to depend on 
him and to distrust themselves; they were 
content to take from him the clotbeathey 
wore and the food they ate; their manners 
and cuatoma were fashioned after hia, and 
at length their whole life waa a miaerable 
attempt to ape that of what they felt waa 
a su()erior race. I'or pro<if go into any 
village or town in Ireland and Contem- 
plate the nio<ierii young man they met 
there. He wore Unglisb cloth — perhaps 
Bngliah ahoddy — he read English novels 
and journala, his name was Charlie or 
Harry, and the great effort and the lofti- 
est ambition of hia life was to catch up an 
Bnglish accent; he spoke of the London 
stage and the latent London scandal; but 
of the land of his birth, of its history and 
traditions, of its scliulars and saints, he 
knew absolutely nothing—he was too su- 
perior a young man for that. And, to 
crown all, he seemed quite unconadons 
that his cziatence in our midat waa an 
anomaly and a diacredit, the counterpart 
of which waa not to ba found in any civi- 
lized country on the globe. 

Well, let the Gadic League prosper 
and that species will soon disappear, and 
we shall have a generation of young 
Irishmen iai«tead. Lei it spread through-

Rev. Father P. J. O'Brien, of St. 
Patrick'a church. St Jobn'a. N. F., thua 
aapwad Idaiadf to • New York reporter 
last Saturday when apcaking <^ the 
mcrita of hia modela, which are the anti- 
thesis of thoae accepted by the graet 
designers. 

Father O'Brien is staying for a few 
days with Father Fitzgerald at St. Peter's 
rectory, in Warren street, Brooklyn, 
wheriDC be leaves for Waahington to 
confer with the Bureau of Naval Con- 
struction, which ia eonaidering applying 
some of his ideas in the navy. Father 
O'Brien hails troin a country where 
every man is more or less of a sailor, and 
the boau built by him and sailed there 
have ahown superiority over the current 
type in every instance. 

Herreshoff admitted, the revennd 
designer says, that a beet built on the 
lines of his model and adentifically 
sparred and ballasted would be able to 
defeat craft of his design. 

The mo<lel9 he is to take to Washing- 
ton run all the way from a torpedo-l>oat 
to a man-of-war in size, and in every 
case they carry out the concave ked 
idea, a direct oppoaite to tbe convex, 
with the illustration of aaaiated buoyancy 
to the former, the cut off bilge at an 
unexpected angle providing all the lat- 
eral resistance necessary. 

"My plan," he said, "is to design a 
boat or ahip for sail or steam that will 
aecnre a maximum of apeed with a maxi- 
mum of safety. To obtain tbeae a boat 
ahould be constructed with a concave 
bottom, between the keel and bilge 
transversely at the side and bottom, 
meeting at an angle at the bilge. The 
bottom between the keel and bilge will 
be nearly atraight, or flat forward, and 
become more concave toward the stern. 

"Tb* bottom maat be convex longi- 
tudinally. The aide between the bilge 
line and dack line will be slightly con- 
caved forward, and straight near the 
center of the boat, but convex toward 
the stern. The hollow forward between 
the deck and bilge line ia recomnu M'l' d 
for sailing boata. I claim for my inven- 
tion for aetd craft greater atabUity than 
in ordinary conaJiiction, radtietioa of 
leeway, increaae of apeed and seaworthi 
ness. In steainbonts increase of speed 
less rolling and more seaworthiness. To 
establish my theory, I constructed a 
small yacht that was successful on all 
points beyond my expectation. 

"My theory ia baaed on four daima. 

"My iavcatloB ia applicable to all 
kinds of boata and afaipa for ahallow or 
deep water, steam and sail yachts, mer 
chant ships and ships of war." 

Father O'Brien has built several 
yachts emixxlying his ideas and lhe> 
have practically proved his theories cor 
rect. He ia a fine sailor, and has the 
highcat tcatimoniala of aeamen and 
otbera who naad hia boata or aaw them 
tried. His invetttioii ia patented in the 
United Statea and Canada, and patents 
are pending in Kurope. He .sent Sir 
Thomas Lipton drawings of his model, 
and received a letter from hi'ii hi which 
Sir Thomaa commended tbe plan and 
said ha thought it practical and reaaon- 
able. 

Father O'Brien is a handaome man of
